sovereign  rights.  Ami  as  for  its  bearing1 
upon  the  United  States,  it  is  a  decided  error 
in  policy,  a  radical  departure  from  the  policy 
of  non-intervention  which  has  been  so  ear- 
nestly recommended  by  many  of  the  prin- 
cipal statesmen  of  that  country.  If  the 
United  States  undertakes  to  settle  the  quar- 
rels of  the  restless  republics  of  Central  and 
South  America,  that  country  will  never  be 
free  from  trouble  and  will  be  in  constant 
danger  of  war  with  various  European  powers. 
There  is  no  occasion  whatever  for  the  as- 
sumption of  any  such  responsibility.  There 
is  nothing  to  be  gained  from  it  beyond  the 
pour  .satisfaction  of  enforcing  some  senti- 
mental theory  in  regard  to  the  Monroe  doc- 
trine, while  on  the  contrary  there  is  very 
much  to  lose.  According  to  a  homely  old 
adage,  "every  tub  should  stand  on  its' own 
bottom,"  which  might  well  be  applied  to  the 
various  republics  of  this  continent..  Let 
them  manage  their  own  affairs  and  take  the 
full  responsibility  for  it. 


The  settlement  of  the  Venezuelan  ques- 
tion promises  to  be  much  more  of  a  defeat 
for  the  United  States  than  for  Great  Britain, 
and  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  ignores 
Venezuela  altogether  and  holds  the  United 
States  responsible  for  toe  fulfilment  of  the 
agreement.  It  is  said  that  the  terms  in 
which  this  arbitration  agreement  is  drawn, 
will  establish  the  general  principle  which  is 
to  govern  all  future  disputes  with  American 
nations,  and  which  will  be  nothing  less 
than  a  nominal  protectorate  by  the  United 
States  who  will  supplant  the  other  nations 
of  this  continent  in  their  disputes  with  Great 
Britain.  On  this  point  The  Times  (Nov.  1 1) 
says:  "From  the  point  of  view  of  the 
United  Stales  the  arrangement  is  a  conces- 
sion by  Great  Britain  of  the  most  far-reach- 
ing kind.  It  admits  the  principle  that  in 
respect  of  South  American  republics  the 
United  States  may  not  only  intervene  in 
disputes,  but  may  entirely  supersede  the 
Original    disputant  and  asssume    exclusive 

control  of   the    negotiations It    need 

scarcely  be  pointed  out  that  the  right  of  in- 
terference involves  responsibility.  If  the 
United  States  espouse  the  quarrels  of  petty 
republics  in  South  America  (hey  will  be 
bound  to  see  to  it  that  these  republics  fulfil 
their  engagements.  Such  a  general  protec- 
torate, if  carried  on  in  the  equitable  manner 
which  the  cabinet  of  Washington  may  be 
expected  to  adopt,  may  go  far  to  enforce 
the  principles  ol  national  honor  and  honesty 
in  quarters  where  at  present  they  are  often 
very  imperfectly  observed."  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  if  the  United  States  inter- 
feres to  afford  protection  to  these  republics 
against  European  aggression,  it  must  also 
accept  the  responsibility  of  interfering  to 
compel  them  to  meet  their  just  obligations. 
And  it  is  easy  to  see  that  this  might  lead  at 
any  moment  to  the  United  States  either 
assuming  the  obligation  of  making  repar- 
ation for  some  refractory  state,  or  compel- 
ling that  state  by  force  of  arms  to  comply 
with  its  decision.  In  our  opinion  this  posi- 
tion is  wrong  in  principle  and  an  error  in 
policy.  Unless  invited  to  do  so,  the  United 
States  has  no  right  whatever  to  interfere  in 
the  affairs  of  any  other  American  republic, 
not  even  to  protect  it  from  punishment  at 
the  hands  of  an  European  power.  These 
republics  are  all  independent,  and  they  have 
neither  invited  nor  recognized  any  protector- 
ate on  the  part  of  the  United  Stales.  To 
assume  such  a  right  is  a  clear  trespass  upon 
their  independence  and  an  infraction  of  their 


The  authorization  to  lease  the  state  rail- 
ways may  now  be  considered  an  accom- 
plished fact.  The  bill  recently  voted  by 
the  senate  under  the  impulse  given  by  the 
executive  last  month,  has  been  passed 
by. the  chamber  of  deputies,  but  with  an 
amendment.  It  was  accordingly  returned 
to  the  senate,  where  it  wis  form  illy  appro 
ved  yesterday.  By  the  terms  of  this  bill  t he- 
government  is  authorized  to  invite  tenders 
for  the  lease  of  these  railways,  the  com- 
petition to  be  based  on  the  length  of  the 
lease,  the  conditions  as  to  the  personnel, 
the  tariffs,  the  conservation,  improvement 
and  extension  of  the  lines,  the  price  to  be 
paid,  which  must  be  in  gold,  and  the  gua- 
rantee deposit.  The  conditions  suggested 
are  those  of  extending  the  lines  and  reduc- 
ing them  to  some  uniform  gauge,  while 
those  imposed  relate  to  fiscal! sati on,  sub- 
ordination to  the  courts  of  the  country,  the 
temporary  occupation,  of  the  line,  or  lines, 
by  the  government  in  case  of  necessity, 
the  right  to  impose  fines  for  infractions  of 
contract,  and  the  right  of  the  government 
to  take  over  a  line  before  the  expiration 
of  the  lease.  Thus  far,  we  are  glad  to  say, 
none  of  the  propositions  for  tying  the 
hands  of  the  government  in  negotiating 
the  lease  of  these  roads  has  been  adopted. 
All  sorts  of  restrictions  have  been  suggested 
many  of  which  would  have  rendered  the 
negotiation  impossible.  Among  these  were 
some  relating  to  the  retention- of  the  grea-  ■ 
ter  part  of  the  present  personnel,  which  no 
serious  company  could  agree  to.  The 
rental  of  these  roads  represents  the  invest- 
ment of  an  enormous  sum  of  money  for 
a  limited  period  of  time,  and  it  is  no  more 
than  reasonable  that  the  lessee  should  re- 
quire the  fullest  liberty  of  action  in  the 
choice  of  his  assistants  and  employe's.  On 
the  one  side,  the  government  is  seeking  to 
raise  a  large  sum  of  money  from  the  tem- 
porary disposal  of  a  certain  property  ;  on 
the  other,  the  lessee  will  seek  to  make  a  safe 
and  paying  investment  of  his  money  which 
will  insure  him  a  secure  and  liberal  in- 
conic.  It  he  can  not  be  sure  of  that  in- 
come, then  he  "ill  not  care  to  make  the 
investment.  Under  such  circumstances, 
the  government  must  be  content  to  treat 
the  lease  as  a  business  transaction  pure  and 
simple,  and  should  be  willing  to  give  as 
well  as  to  exact  guarantees,  On  the  other 
side,  the  lessee  should  be  minutely  careful 
in  his  study  of  the  lines  and  the  conditions 
of  the  contract.  The  senate  committee 
recommended  that  the  minimum  sum  re- 
quired for  the  lease  of  these  roads  should 
be  fourteen  and  a  half  millions  sterling, 
.while  from  some  quarters  we  have  heard 
eighteen  millions  suggested.  This  is  a  very 
large  investment,  particularly  for  a  limited 
period,  be  it  50  or  90  years.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  but  one  of  these  roads 
is  showing  a  surplus  over  working  expenses, 
while  the  aggregate  deficit  is  very  large. 
They  have  been  shamefully  mismanaged, 
especially  the  Central  line,  and  the  perm- 
anent way  and  rolling-stock  are  in  very 
bad  condition.  On  the  Central  alone,  it 
will  probably  require  something  near  two 
millions  sterling  to  put  the  line  in  good 
condition.  Add  to  this  the  cost  of  the 
double  track  to  Barra  do  Pirahy.  the  change 
of  gauge  to  Taubate"  and  the  completion 
of  the  Marian  na  extension,  now  under 
construction,  and  the  lessee  will  find 
himself  under  obligations  to  spend  fully 
five  millions  in  addition  to  the  rental. 
As  for  the  personnel,  no  serious  company 
could  afford  to  take  the  risk  of  retaining  a 
staff  so  incompetent  and  negligent  and  un- 
trustworthy.   The  staff  on  the  Central,  ac-

—  There  seemed  lo  have  heen  some  nlnrm  on 
the  4th  over  juissiMe  disorders  on  the  Ccnlrii] 
railway.  A  police  delegate  was  in  cortsultnllon  wltli 
the  director  of  tlie  road  in  regard  to  precautionary 
measures. 

—  Congress  having  terminated  its  sessions,  the 
Hrnzilinn  minister  to  Uruguay,  Hepuiy  Porcillli. 
ctila,  will  soon  leave  for  flint  capital,  [lis  a  curious 
feature  in  the  present  political  legime,  this  accum- 
ulation or  political  offices. 

—  Complaints  have  appeared  that  the  govern- 
ment has  not  been  authorized  lo  Issue  supplemen- 
tary credits  for  ihe  posiofftce  to  meet  unexpected 
emergencies.    The  supplementary  credit  practice 

ought  lo  he  aholi-hed  altogether. 

—  The  new  Portuguese  minister,  Dr.  Antonio 
Ennes,  was  slightly  ill  dining  the  past  week  and 
was  unable  to  come  down  from  Petmpolis  to  call 
on  Ihe  minister  ol  foreign  affairs.  It  is  stated  that 
he  will  not  comedown  uinil  next  week, 

—  The  ministry  of  war  has  rescinded  ihe  orders 
of  the  day  issued  in  July  last  by  Col.  Thompson 
Flores  with  regard  to  Col,  Carlos  Telles,  the 
latter  having  justified  his  conduct.  Col.  Fiores 
may  therefore  consider  himself  sat  upon. 

— The  carnavai  societies  have  already  begun  their 
infernal  noises  in  preparation  for  that  event.  The 
police  should  prohibit  their  peifninauces  at  once. 
Let  them  go  out  on  the  Cnpacabnna  beach,  or  some 
other  uninhabited  place,  if  they  wish  to  howl  and 
beat  tom-toms. 

—  Among  the  arrivals  here  by  the  Mn^.inh-iia 
we  take  much  pleasure  in  noting  that  of  Mr.  Mau- 
rice Henry  Ilervey,  correspondent  of  the  London 
Financial  News,  Mr.  Ilervey  was  the  Times 
correspondent  in  Chili  during  a  great  part  of  tlie 
recent  civil  war. 

—A  new  parly  organ,  the  Debate, '\\[\\  soon  make 
its  appearance  here  in  the  interests  of  certain  His. 
tridents  from  ihe  federal  republican  parly  (P.R.F.). 
It  will  be  managed  piinripally  by  the  Para  dele- 
gation and  will  he  under  the  editorial  management 
of  Dr.  Bricio  Fillio. 

—  One  of  the  three  unfortunate  girls  recently 
rescued  bom  a  life  of  shame,  has  accused  one  of 
the  police  doctors  of  improper  proposals  to  her. 
The  ihree  refused  to  submit  to  further  examina- 
tions. If  this  is  true,  the  police  doctor  in  question 
should  be  promptly  dismissed. 

—  The  protocol  for  the  settlement  of  the  Italian 
claims  passed  the  senate  in  3rd  reading  on  the  4th 
inst.  and  was  at  once  sent  to  the  Vice-President  (or 
his  assent.  The  Italian  minister,  Sr.  de  Martino, 
having  successfully  completed  his  mission,  left,  (or 
Europe  on  Sunday  on  the  Orione. 

—  The  Vice-President  signed  on  the  5th  inst. 
the  legislative  act  approving  the  protocol  celebrated 
on  the  191I1  nil.  between  the  minister  of  foreign 
affairs  nnd  the  Lallan  minister.  This  settles  the 
gi enter  part  of  tlie  Italian  claims  and  provides  for 
the  settlement  of  the  Others  by  arbitration. 

—  On  Sunday  Minister  de  Mnitmo  lelt  for  Eu- 
rope. It  was  known  that  some  o(  the  Italians  me 
dissatisfied  with  tlie  result  of  his  mission  and  it  was 
reporled  lliat  he  would  be  insulted  when  going  on 
liomd.  The  policeadopted  precautionary  measures, 
but  nothing  occurred  to  confirm  the  reports. 

—  We  have  to  recoid  the  death  of  Constdlteiro 
Lima  Dnarie,  who  was  prominent  in  political  life 
for  some  years  previous  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
monarchy,  He  was  a  senator  from  tlie  state  of 
Minns  Geines,  where  he  exercised  great  influence, 
and  had  been  cabinet  minister  under  the  liberals, 

—  The  cabinet  at  n  meeting  held  on  Sunday  is 
supposed  to  have  discussed  the  question  of  pay 
for  the  President  and  Vice-President  during  the 
period  in  which  (he  latter  is  at  the  hand  of  the 
government  on  account  of  the  former's  illness.  It 
seems  that  there  is  no  legal  provision  lor  the 
case. 

—The  municipal  councilors  being  unable  to  find 
any  useful  work  to  do,  have  started  in  lo  change 
the  names  of  streets  and  squares  again.  It  is  a 
curious  circumstance  that  the  average  alderman  can 
not  let  an  old  name  alone.  It  is  perhaps  a  good 
measure  of  his  capacity,  however,  and  must  there- 
fore be  endured. 

—During  tlie  first  half  of  November  there  were 
529  births,  544  deaths  and  Somamages  in  ibis  city. 
The  port  arrivals  numbered  12,587  and  the  depar- 
tures 9,703.  Among  the  deaths  were  5  from  yellow 
fever,  against  2  in  ihe  preceding  15  days,  small- 
pox 16  against  21,  typhoid  fever  2,  and  pulmonary 
consumption  loS  against  127. 

—  Some  days  ago  a  cook  stole  from  his  emplo- 
yer 1,600$,  which  he  gave  to  a  friend  to  buy  sover- 
eigns for  htm.  This  friend  kept  the  money  and 
reported  to  the  cook  that  it  was  counterfeit.  The 
affair  reached  the  knowledge  of  the  police,  which 
arrested  ihe  cook  and  his  friend  and  succeeded  in 
recovering  27  sovereigns  ami  300$   in  currency. 

—  The  general  revenue  budget  was  relumed  to 
the  chamber  on  the  4th  with  a  number  of  amend- 
ments adopted  by  the  senate.  The  budget  com- 
mission promptly  met  and  resolved  to  accept  the 
amendments  without  discussion,  because  no  lime 
remains  for  further  amendments.  The  hill  was 
accordingly  reported  and  was   adopted  on  the  5th. 

—  Two  doctors  in  law  amused  themselves  with 
a  quarrel  wilh  the  driver  on  one  of  the  S.  Chfisto- 
vao  trams  on  the  night  of  the  4th,  and  when  the 
angry  driver  became  particularly  aggressive  one  of 
them  drew  a  revolver.  At  the  Mangue  the  driver 
obtained  help  ami  tried  to  eject  the  learned  gen- 
tlemen from  the  tram.  A  police  patrol  then  inter- 
fered and  one  of  them  had  his  head  broken.  The 
angry  driver  and  bis  friends  then  made  their  escape, 
and  the  doctors  remained  in  possession  of  the 
field. 

—The  Pais  of  the  2nd  was  virtuously  an^ry  with 
ihe  deputies  who  have  run  away.  He  says  that 
those  who  belong  to  ihe  government  party  have  no 
excuse  for  this  withdrawal  "during  ihe  active 
debate  of  the  budgets,"  that  it  "only  proves  great 
incompetence  lor  their  civic  ditties  and,  we  say  it 
with  ju-t  vehemence,  a  deplorable  incapacity  for 
the  performance  of  so  high  and  noble  a  popular 
trust,"  It  is  sad,  but  it's  true;  and  pity 'tis,  'tis 
Irne!  The  Pah  says  that  much  has  occurred 
already  to  bring  shame  upon  the  republic,  and  he 
infers  that  it  is  time  10  cali  a  halt.  And  many 
others  think  so  loo  ! 


—  The  Vici'-lVsident  bus  ordered  Ihe  Coinage 
of  some  gold  medals  at  the  mint  as  premiums  lor 
the  best  students  at  the  Collegio  Militar,  Cymnasio 
Nacional  and  in  the  primary  municipal  schools, 

—  The  autograph  of  the  commercial  treaty  with 
Japan,  which  has  been  approved  by  congress,  was 
stmt  to  I'aris  yesterday  where  it  will  be  formally 
ratified  by  the  Brazilian  and  Japanese  ministers, 

—  We  aie  glad  to  >ce  that  the  minister  of  war 
had  decided  that  military  men  in  uniform  may 
disport  themselves  on  the  bicycle,  And  why  not ? 
A  man  in  uniform  may  quarrel  and  create  disorder 
in  the  pubic  street,  he  may  insult  women,  he  may 
assault  inoffensive  citizens,  he  may,  in  fact,  do  quite 
what  he  pleases.  Why,  Ihen,  should  he  not  ride 
a  bicycle  ? 

—  It  is  said  that  the  minister  of  war  is  consider- 
ing n  plan  (or  die  organisation  of  a  company  of 
twenty  bicyclists  for  the  army.  As  the  country  is 
practically  without  roads,  it  may  lie  assumed  that 
their  activity  will  be  restricted  10  the  race-course 
of  tlie  Club  (iuanaiiara.  Of  course  this  project  has 
nothing  to  <U  with  the  projected  economies  and 
the  suspension  of  [ill  unnecessary  expenses. 

—Various  arbitrary  acts  on  the  part  ol  the  police 
have  lately  been  occupying  public  attention,  but 
without  result.  In  two  cases  police  delegados  have 
been  guilty  of  assaulting  merchants  called  before 
them  on  trifling  charges.  Aside  from  the  gross 
impropriety  of  a  police  official  conducting  himself 
in  such  a  way,  the  victim  of  bis  brutality  should 
have  the  privilege  of  prosecuting  him  for  the 
offence. 

—  On  Tuesday  theincobins  called  a  meeting  to 
be  held  on  Largo  de  S.  Francisco  de  Paula  for  the 
purpose  of  washing  out  the  stain  resulting  from 
the  vote  of  the  chamber  of  deputies  in  favor  uf 
leasing  the  government  railways,  The  stain  was 
washed  nut  by  a  heavy  rain  and  the  jacobins  were 
conspicuous  from  their  absence.  The  call  was 
repeated  on  Wednesday,  but  only  police  detectives 
responded. 

—  One  of  the  morning  papers  tells  us  that  the 
President  showed  bis  patriotism  by  selecting  a 
Brazilian  surgeon  to  perform  the  surgical  operation 
which  has  happily  proved  so  successful.  What  has 
patriotism  to  do  with  such  matters  ?  The  surgeon 
chosen  is  eminent  in  his  profession  ami  ihe 
President  bad  confidence  in  him.  That  is  all  there 
is  in  it.  To  asci ihe  such  a  choice  to  patriotism  is 
to  talk  sheer  nonsense. 

—  It  would  he  interesting  to  know  how  long 
the  government  intends  to  submit  to  the  refrac- 
tory behavior  of  the  Polytechnic  students.  Accord- 
ing to  an  item  in  one  ol  the  morning  papers, 
some  of  the  students  are  dissatisfied  with  a  decis- 
ion of  the  minister  of  interior  in  regard  lo  maliic- 
nlntions,  and  intend  to  appeal  to  congress.  It 
-should  not  be  forgotten  that  discipline  is  an  essen- 
tial element  in  a  school. 

—  There  was  a  caucus  of  the  federal  republican 
parly  managers  in  this  city  on  the  4th  inst.  for  the 
purpose  of  seleciing  candidates  for  the  approaching 
congressional  elections,  The  result  was  as  follows: 
for  senator,  Dr.  Thomaz  Delfino  dos  Santos;  for 
deputies,  Sis.  Jose-  Antonio  Muriinho,  Jonquim 
Xavier  da  Silveiia  Junior,  Oscar  Godoy,  Alciuda 
Gnanubara,  Manuel  Tim olheo  da  Costa,  Augusto 
Vasconcellos  and  Raul   Batroso. 

—  An  official  telegram  from  the  Uruguayan 
government  was  received  here  on  Saturday  slating 
that  the  revolution  is  ended  and  that  Aimaricia 
Saraiva  had  fled  with  15  companions.  We  are 
surprised  that  lie  was  able  tn  flee  at  all,  for  the 
telegrams  of  Fridav  bad  him  killed  as  well  as  de- 
feated. These  official  telegrams  can  always  be 
believed  when  they  are  confirmed  from  trustworthy 
sources.  Yesterday  they  reported  the  revolution  as 
ended.

Business  Notes 


—  Water  is  said  to  cost  2$ooo  a  cask  on  Morro 
da  Gloria. 

—The  inauguration  ol  a  custom-house  at  Macahe", 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  took  place  on  the  71b  inst, 

—  Orders  have  been  issued  for  the  dispatch  free 
of  duties  of  the  machinery  for  the  petroleum  refining 
company  located  on  Ilha  do  Governador. 

—  Deputy  Serzedello  asserts  that  four-fifths  of 
the  wine  imported  into  Brazil  is  artificial.  The 
deputy,  however,  is  not  strong  in  figures. 

—  Glyterio's  paper,  the  Republica,  seems  to  be 
living  on  official  advertisements,  of  which  in  a  sin- 
gle issue  it  has  published  no  less  than  2,500  lines. 

—  The  law  restricting  coastwise  traffic  to  vessels 
carrying  the  Brazilian  flag,  went  into  effect  on  the 
51I1  inst.  It  is  expected  a  very  considerable  in- 
crease in  freights  will  follow. 

—On  the  3rd  six  lnalcemen  on  the  Central  were 
caught  red-handed  trying  to  break  into  a  freight 
car  loaded  with  merchandise.  Five  were  arrested 
and  all  were  at  once  dismissed  from  the  service. 

—  Engineer  Diogenes  de  Lima  c  Silva  has  ob- 
tain-d  permission  from  the  municipal  government 
to  place  on  Rua  de  S.  Jo^e  an  elevator  for  ascend- 
ing Morro  do  Castello.

This  is  simply  plain 
business ;  sentiment  has  nothing  to  do  with 
it.  Then,  loo,  the  lessee  should  not  be 
obliged  to  build  profitless  extensions  and 
brandies,  nor  be  subjected  to  vexatious 
restrictions  as  to  tariffs  and  technical  ad- 
ministration. The  investor  will  want  vid- 
idends  on  the  money  advanced,  and  the 
road  must  be  managed  so  a.s  to  secure  that 
result.  And  die  Brazilian  people  must 
make  up  their  minds  in  advance  to  see 
these  dividends  sent  abroad  without  pro- 
test, anil  without  complaining  that  the  "for- 
eigner is  talcing  money    out   of   the  conn
